NATION'S WATCH, 


E BIER OF THE LATE PRESI- 
DENT. 


Four Thousand People an Hour Passing Through the 
Rotunda.--- Di ion on the Results of the Au- 
topsy---A Beautiful Remembrance from 
the Queen of England. 


LONG Brancu, N J, September 22.—Although the 
autopsy was begun a few minutes after four o'clock 
it was notuntH a quarter past eleven o'clock that 
the result was made known by means of a bulletin 
signed by all the attending surgeons, Dr Lamb, ot 
the army medical museum, who did the cutting, 
and Dr Smith, of Elberon, who was called in in 
order to comply with the requirements of the laws 
of this state. The bulletin was read to the cor- 
respondents and to those who have been watching 
the case from the first and reporting each day’s his- 
tory. It was the cause of much surprise and a great 
deal of comment. The treatment of the case, 
viewed jn the light of the disclosures nmtade by 
an autopsy, will, it is believed, be severely ar- 
raigned by the medical profession, The 
autopsy shows conclusively that the ball was nof 
where the surgeons said it was, and that what has 
been regarded and published day by day for weeks 
as the track of the wound was something else. The 
surgeons have been treating an opening into the 
body for the depth of twelve inches made by con- 
fined pus burrowing its way as the track of the 
wound, when the latter wentin an entirely differ- 
ent direction. The surgeons admit in the Bulletin 
that an abscess six by four inches had formed in the 
vicinity of the gall bladder, between the liver and 
the transverse colon. The bulletin says also that 
the ball had passed through and fractured the 
spinal column, a fact heretofore strenuously denied 
by the surgeons. The bulletin fails togo very 
much into details, and after it was read Dr Bliss 
said that there  was~a small pus cavity 
on one of the kidneys not mentionedin the bulle- 
tin. The surgeonssay that the immediate cause of 
death was secondary hemorrhage from one of 
the arteries adjoining the track of the balt, the 
blood inflaming the peritonium and nearly a pint 
escaping in the abdominal cavity, A medical man 
who heard the report read said that the treatment 
of the president by the surgeons was condemned 
by theirown report, andthat the diagnosis of the 
case made atthe time of the shooting was now 
proved to be wholly wrongand at fault. Drs Ham- 
ilton and Bliss expected to find the ball where they 
have insisted fora month it was—in the front part 
of the right groju—but the autopsy disclosed its 
presence in another part of the body. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 

Lona BBANCH, September 22—The futopsy lasted 
about three and a half hours. One of the gentle- 
men present makes the following statement in re- 
gard to it: 


The ball was not found until the various parts of | 


the abdomen were explored and cut asunder. The 
ball in its course broke the eleventh rib, fractured 
the spinal column, but did not touch the spinal 
cord. It lodged twoand a half orthree inches di- 
recily to the left of the spinal column, in the mes- 
entery. The channel which has hitherto been sup- 
posed to be the track of the ball proved to bea pus 
cavity formed by the burrewing of the pus down- 
ward, The catheter used by the sur- 
geons is believed by my informant 
tohave bentupon itself, deceiving the surgeons in 
regard to the real depth of the wound. There was 
a large abscess between the liver and the gall duct, 
which, according to the same authority, was metas- 
tatic or pyawmic. This abscess was not connected 
with the track of the wound or the channel formed 


py Durrewinigz.” Oi Gach of the kidneys there was a 


small abscess. The lungs, especially tle right one, 
were badly diseased, and a large amount of pus 
fiowed frecly from the bronchial tubes, while by 
cutting into the tubes a considerable amount of pus 
was discovered in the little metastatic abscesses. 
There was purulent infiltration of both lungs. This 
pus was healthy and laudable. There were no ab- 
scesses in the liver itself, but those in the kidneys 
were metastatic or pyawmic. 

There were adhesions of the lungs to the chest 
wall at the upper part of each lung, showing a pre- 
vious pleurisy. Whether it antedates the shooting 
the examination did not show. The omentum and 
intestines were adherent one to another. showing 
the existence of former peritonitis. The absgess in 
the right kidney was not opened. The rigors from 
which the president has been suffering for a few 
days were probably caused by the abscesses between 
the liver and the gall duct. 

WHAT DR HAMMOND SAYS, 

NEW YORK, September 22—Dr Hammond said in 
reference to the president's death: ‘This is not the 
time to attack the medical gentlemen who have at- 
tended the president. I give them every credit for 
what they have done since forty-eight hours after 
the shooting. The president probably died of em- 
bolixin of the heart, and not neuralgia. It is one of 
the ordinary terminations of pywmia. I never 
had any hope of his recovery since the 
twenty-third of July, and I had little hope 
after the first forty-cight hours, because the 
bullet had not been located and operation made to 
extract it while the president was strong. It would 
have been improper for the physicians attending thc 
presiisit to make the post-mortem examination. 
it should have been made by skilled pathologists, 
such as Drs Delafield, Peabody, Welch and Arnold. 
who are professors of pathology, or pathologists to 
hospitals, and who therefore know how to make ex- 
aminations, what to look for, and where to find it.’’ 

DR. AGNEW'S VIEWS, 

PHILADELPHIA, September 22.—Dr D Hayes Agnew, 
who returned from Elberon to his county seat at 
Haverford. Pa, to-day, suid that the president's case 
Was one in which, from the first, there was very lit- 
tle hope, and that the autopsy should be satisfactory 
as setting the public mind at rest upon that point. 
The penetrating of the spine by the ball and seat- 
tering of the small shivers of bone wounded the 
surrounding tissues, and would = sutticiently 
account, he remarked, for the subsequent 
septic conditions, and with the injury to 
the vertebrw was the inevitable cause of that train 
of sequences, which resulted in the bursting of the 
mesenteric artery and the ensuing fatal hemorrhage. 
Dr Agnew was asked if he was disposed to make 
any explanation relative to the charge in one news- 
paper that the diagnosis had been incorrect from 
the beginning, and that the consulting surgeons had 
accepted and indorsed it through courtesy. His 
reply was: “I would refer those who may credit any 
such statement to the individual who originally 
furnished the information to the press.”’ 

. THE FATAL BULLET, 

The bullet which was cut from President Gar- 
field's body at the autopsy was given into the hands 
of Dr Bliss, who immediately handed it over to the 
custody of Private Secretafy Brown. Mr Brown care” 
fully wrapped the ball and sealed the package, and 
will preserve it unti) such time as it may be needed 
in evidence at the trial of Guiteau. The fractured

A TRIBUTE FROM THE QUEEN. 

Queen Victoria cabled this morning to the British 
minister to have a floral tribute prepared and _ pre- 
sented in her name. It has just been received at 
the capitol, and placed at the bier of the president. 
It isvery large and isan exquisite specimen of the 
florists art composed of white roses, smilax and 
stephanotis. It is accompanied by @ mourning 
eard, bearing the following: “‘Queen Victoria to 
the memory of the late President Garfield, An ex- 
pression of her sorrow and sympathy with Mrs Gar- 
field and the American nation. September 22, 1881.”’ 


THE CASKET CLOSED. 

During this afternoon there were signs that the 
body of President Garfield had commenced to de- 
compose, and it being understood that it was the 
wish of Mrs Garfield that the features of her hus- 
band should be free frem public gaze, the lid.of 
the casket was closed by order of Secretary Blaine 
at about 6:30 this evening. 

BUT THE CROWD STILL PRESSES FORWARD. 

Notwithstandding the fact that-the casket contain- 
ing the remains of Presidemt Gartield was closed at 


the rotunda of the capitol remained undiminished. 
A line of people four abreast extended for many 
hundred yards. 
building was thronged with a surging mass of 
humanity anxious to obtain admittance. Since 7 
o'clock this morning at least 80,000 persons have 
visited the capitol, and there is no marked diminu-

THE GOVERNORS INVITED.

THE SCENES IN THE ROTUNDA, 

There has fever before been sucha scene as the 
capitol witnessed to-day. The stream of peoplé Was 
endless. They stopped passing by the body of the 
late president about 2 o'clock this morning. There 
was arespite then until 7 o'clock this morning 
when they commenced tocome again; they have 
long. It would be simply 
impossible to estimate the number of people, 
of all ages, who passed by the clay of President Gar- 
field to-day. It was a bewildering, constantly mov- 
ing stream. 
portico there was ascene of moving life. As fur as 
the eve could take in a stream of people were 
formed into line. There was no pushing anywhere 
along the line. There was no excitement and the 
people waited for hours, content to stand in the 
sun and advance towards the bierinch by inch. 
Some people had stood in line thre’ hours before 
they passed the coffin and in one brief glance paid 
their tribute. The people who did not get in line stood 
by in crowds and watched the faces of those march- 
ing on to the entrance as they slowly filed two by 
two. Carriages were packed all around the plateau 
east of the capitol, Their occupants did not get ont, 
but seeing the rush contented themselves with 
watehing the pilgrimage of the thousands who 
slowly, but surely, got nearer the point for which 
they had started. Many colored people from 
Virginia and Maryland had come afoot and in the 
oddest kind of vehicles to take a look at the late 
chief of the nation. They were but poorly clad, 
and they showed in their faces and general appear- 
ance that they had traveled far bythe high roads. 
Those in conveyances which were drawn by lean 
horses or hungry-looking mules parked alongside 
the gaily-trapped carriages and fell in at 
the end of the line, and waited hours 
to accomplish the pilgrimage in which they had 
set out. Old country darkies, fresh from 
the fields of the farm; young of the 
same race, decked out with red ribbon 
in his hator displayed somewhere on his person, 
and the middle-aged colored citizen, fell in with 
the caucassian and took histurn. One of the most 
interesting couples of the whole moving throng was 
an old colored man who tottered along with his stick, 
and his wife. The latter were evidently as old as he 
they could not stand without trembling, indicating 
extreme old age. Butthey had joined in lineand 
had waited 2 hours before they finally saw the face 
that they were anxious to und they 
stopped longer over the glass than was 
allowed to any one. else. After gazing 
with thin weak old eyes for fully two minutes they 
passed on. The police were on hand in force to pre- 
serve order, but there was no need of them. All 
they had todo was to tell the multitude as they 
joined the end of the line that only two abreast 
could goin, and there was no further trouble. 

Flowers were strewn around the projecting ledge 
of the platiorm, and beyond the bier to the west 
door there were beautiful flowers: There was, 
first, a wreath of natural ivy lying flat upon the 
stone floor: beyond this was a broken column 
about three feet high, surmounted by a milk-white 
dove, whose head was bent toward the bier: 
mext to that, standing in flowers, was 
an allegorical picture of ‘The Gates 
Ajar.”’ The posts of the gate were of white roses 
and buds surmounted by immortelles. The posts 
were in a bed of yellow and white flowers and the 
gute wasn double one, The wings of it were of 
ferns upon which were white flowers here and 
there. The bars were of fern. One of the gates was 
slightly pulled open towards the line of people 
which passed by and admired them. Next to it 
wus «a beautiful crown made of white flowers, 
principally of buds of roses, and hay- 
ing around its crests the same delicate fern 
of all the other floral offerings. Beyond it was a 
pillow of flowers, from which sprung a column with 
a dove alight on its top, with head looking up and 
ready for tlighteand a bed of white flowers, which 
formed a eine thew. had worked upon it in im- 
mortelles, the words, ‘“‘Our Martyr President.’

At half past six this evening Secretary Blaine sent

an order to those in charge at the capitol to close the 


casket and not permit any further view of the re- 
mains This was deemed advisable because of the 
painful change which had taken place 
during the day. It was found necessary in the 
morning to powder the face in order to conceal the 
‘marked discoloration, but even this failed to arrest 
the startling evidence of approaching putrefaction. 
When the coffin lid was closed, the beautiful floral 
offering of Queen Victoria was placed above it.

A Crumb From Crump. 
HE RELATES AN ANECDOTE OF THE SICK ROOM. 

WASHINGTON, September 22.—Among those who 
were most surprised and grieved by the announce- 
ment of the president's death last night was Steward 
Crump, who, until the president's removal to Long 
Branch, was one of his faithful nurses. Mr Crump 
did not expect the president's death last night. At 
un early hour this morning he said, in conversation 
with a reporter, that he had al) the time had the

then spoke of the characteristics of the dead presi- 
dent. ‘‘He was always so cheerful.’’ said Mr Crump, 
‘and had so much nerve. Why, he used to aston- 
ish me at his jokes, even while he was suffering 
horribly.”’ . 

“Did he suffer?’ eS 

“IT should say he did. The first week or ten days 
it was his feet. He kept saying: ‘Oh, my God, my 
feet feel as though millions of needles were being 
run through them.’ -I used to squeeze his feet ane 
toes in both my hands as hard as I possibly could, 
und that seemed the oniy relief he could get. The 
day h@ was shot and on Sunday he kept talking 
all the time, but Monday he let up some, and on 
Tuesday morning the doctors shut down on his 
talking.”’ 

“On Munday morning, fost after the big crowd of 
doctors had cleared out, l was alone with the gen- 
eral and Dr Bliss. The doctor sat on one side of the 
bed and I was on the other. General Garfield had 
hold of Dr Bliss’s hand, and turned his head and 
asked me if knew where he first saw Dr Bliss? I 
told him I did not, and he said then that he would 
tell me. He said that when he was a youngster and 
starting for the college at Hiram, he had just $15—a 
ten dollar bill in an old black leather pocket- 
book which was in the breast pocket of his 
coat, and the other five was in his trousers 
pocket. He said he was footing it up the road, and 
as the day was hot he took off his cout and carried 
iton his arm, taking good care to feel every moment

wis to pay hisentrance fee at the college. Aftera 
while he got to. thinking over whattollege life 
would be like, and forgot all about the pocket- book 
for some time, and when he looked again found it 
was gone. He went back mournfully along the 
road, hunting on both sides for the pocket-book. 
After awhile he came to u house 
where tt young man was leaning 
over a gate, and who asked him as he came up 
what he was hunting for. Garfield explained his 
loss, and described the beg en f when the young 
man handeditover. The president by this time 
was laughing, and concluded: ‘That young man 
was Bliss, wasn't it doctor? The doctor luanghed 
and said ‘Yes,’ and when Genefal Garfield said ‘He 
saved me for college,’ answered, ‘Yes; and maybe 
if] had not found your ten dollars you would not 
have been president of the United States.’ The 
president laughed at that, and said that if he got 
well and made any mistakes in his adininistration 
Bliss would have to take the blame,”’

WASHINGTON, September 22.—President Arthur 
has just taken the oath of office in the marble room 


at the capitol, in the presence of the members of the 


cabinet, justices of the supreme court, and a few 
senators and members of the house of representa- 
tives, all who could be notified this morning to be 
present. Also, General Sherman, General Grant, 
Reser A@miral Nichols, Hon. Hannibal Hamblin, 
General Beale, and a few others. Forty persons in 
all were present at the time the oath was taken. 
This step was taken after a conference held about 
an hour sinee between the president, Secretary 
Blaine, and the attorney general. Very few per- 
sons knew the oath was to be administered until 
the ceremony was over. 
THE OATH ADMINISTERED. 

The president and members of the cabinet assem- 
bled in the marble room shortly before 12 o’cloek. 
A few minutes before 12, Chief Justice Waite, in his 
full robes of office, accompanied by the associate 
justices, proceeded from thesupreme court room to 
the marble room. The doors were immediately closed, 
and without any formality President Arthur arose, 
and standing upon one side of the center table, and 
Chief Justiee Waite on. the other,4ook the oath of 
office. The president’s manner was calm and com- 
posed, and his response, ‘so held me God,"’ was ina 
firm tone, and without atremor. The president 
then read from manuscript notes the following ad- 
dress: 

The Inaugural Addreas. 

For the fourth time in the history of the republic, 
its chief magistrate has been removed by death. 
All hearts are filled. with bes and horror at the 


hideous crime which has darkened our land, and 
the memory of the murdered president, his pro- 


| tracted sufferings, hik unyielding fortitude, the ex- 


ample and achievements of bas life and the pathos 
of his death will forever illume the pages of our 
history. For the fourth time the officer elected 
by the people and ordained by the constitu- 
tion to fill a vacancy so ereated is 
called on to assume the duties of the executive 
chair. The wisdom of our fathers in foreseeing even 
the most dire possibilities, made sure that the gov- 
ernment should never be imperilled because of the 
uncertainty of human life. Men may die, but the 
fabrie of our free institutions remains unshaken. 
No hégher or more asagging proof could exist of the 
strength and permanence of a popular government 
than the fact that thongh the chosen of the people 
be struck down, his constitutional successor 
ix peacefully installed without shock or strain, 
except the sorrow which mourns the bereavement. 

All the noble aspirations of my lamented prede- 
cessor Which found expression in his life im the 
measures devised and suggested during his brief 
administration toeorrect the abuses and enforce 
economy, toadvance prosperity and promote the 
general welfare, to ensure domestic security and 
maintain friendly and honorable relations with the

and that prosperity blesses our country. : 
Our fiseal policy is ffxed by law. It is 
well grounded and _ generally approved; no 
threatening issue mars our foreign intercourse;

Kix-President Hayes arrived at the capitol soon 
after the ceremony of taking the oath was concluded, 
and in company with General Grant shortly after- 
wards left the capitol. 

NO EXTRA SESSION. 

It isauthoritatively learned as well as indicated 
by the president’s inaugural address that there will 
be no session of congress until the regular session of 
December next. 

, THE CABINET MEETS, 

A mecting of the cabinet was held immediately 
after the ceremony of administering the oath was 
concluded, and the following proclamation was pre- 
pared and signed by President Arthur: 

By the President of the United States of America 
—a proclamation : 

Whereas, In His in-crn‘a‘je wisdom it has pleased 
God to remove from usthe illustrious head of the 
nation, James A CGarfleld, late president of the 
United States: and 

Whereas, Itis fitting thatthe deep grief which 
fills all hearts should manifest itself, with one ae- 
cord, toward the throne of infinite grace, and that 
we should bow before the Almighty, and seek from 
Ilim that consolation in our affliction, and that 
sunctification of our loss, which He is able and will- 
ing to vouchsafe ; 

Now, therefore, in obedience to a sacred duty 
and in accordance with the desire of the people, I, 
Chester A Arthur, president of the United States 
of America, do hereby appoint Monday next, the 
26th day of September, on which daye the remains 
of our honored and beloved dead will be consigned 
to their last resting place onearth, to, be observed 
throughout the United States as) 6 68 
day of humiliation and mourning, and I 
earnestly recommend all the people to assemble on 
thatday in their respective places of divine wor- 
ship, there to render alike their tribute of sorrow- 
ful submission to the will of God, and of the rev- 
erence and love forthe memory and character of 
our late chief magistrate. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of the United States to be 
affixed. Done at the city of Washington the 22d 
day of September, in the year of our Lord 1881, 
and of the independence of the United States 
the one hundred and sixth.

At twelve o'clock yestday, the oath of 
office was administered to President Ar- 
thur by Chief-Justice Waite in the marble 
room atthe capitol.

Simply because it is feared, and with 
reason, that the democrats in the senate would 
seize the opportunity for temporary success, which 
had come to them by assassination and accident, 
and would unsettle affairs by an attempt to place a 
democratic administration where the votes of the 
people had placed a republican one. This is 
wherein that particular danger consists. 
It would have given us pleasure if 
we could have found anywhere in Mr 
Morgan’s article a declaration that, so far as his voice 
and vote went, he would discountenance all such 
schemes for getting hold of the presidency. But we 
look in vain for any such declaration. There is, later 
on, a general statement that it is a duty to deal with 
these open and dangerous questions with counsels 
undisturbed by the “pride of party success and 
domination, and the acrimony of sectional strifes:”’ 
but we are strongly inclined to believe thatin the 
election of a president pro tempore of the senate the 
vote of Senator John F Morgan, of Alabama, will be 
given for the nominee of the democratic caucus. 

The tact that the editor of the Journal sees 
his way clear to alluding tothe probability set 
forth in the foregoing as in any sense a 
“danger,” is startling evidence that the men- 
tal machinery of the editorisin astate of 
morbid inflammation. However much we 
may regret it, itis ourduty tocall attention 
thereto in the hope that some one familiar 
with the pathology of the disease known 
republicanism may investigate it. What 
is to be endangered? When the senate 
is called together, the democrats will find 
themselves in the majority, and_ they 
will immediately proceed to organize the 
body by choosing a_ presiding officer. 
What “danger” is there in this? The fear of 
our esteemed Boston contemporary. that the 
democrats of the senate ‘‘will seize the oppor- 
“tunity for temporary success which has come 
‘tothem by assassination and accident,” is 
ludicrous in the extreme; and when 
the Journal further alludes to 
a scheme “for getting hold

A Probability that the Legislature Will ; 
Early in the present session a joint commit 


from the two houses of the general assembly was — 


appointed to investigate the ownership of the lease 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad. The com- — 
mittee went at once to wok and the result of their 
long labors is published in a large sized pamphlet, 
which shows how thoroughly they examined into 
the matter assigned to their attention. 

It will be remembered that the act provid- 
ing for the lease was very strict in providing tha - 
there should be no discriminations for or against 
other roads by the State road; that the lessees 
should give an ample bond; that the majority of the 
stock in the lease should be owned by citizens of © 
Georgia. 

The committee, therefore, considered three main 
questions: 1. Had there been discriminations? 2, 
Is the bond sufficient? 3. Isa majority of the stock 
of the lease owned in the state? 

Late last night the committee agreed on a undni- 
mous report which will probably be made to-day. It 
will declare that it finds no evidence of any unjust 
discriminations. As to the ownership of the lease 
it will direet the governor to deliver all the evidence 
to the attorney general, with the direction that he 
examine it, and if he finds thata majority of the 
stock in the lease is not owned in the state, then he 
shall at once institute proper proceedings for the 
forfeiture of the lease. 

As to the bond the evidence shows that President 
Wadley testified that the Central railroad, 
which is one of the sureties, is not bound 
by the indorsement of Mr W B Johnston, ene 
of the directors, but that he alone was authorized 
to sign forthe road. The Georgia road is another 
of the sureties. MrC H Phinizy testified that the 
directors empowered Judge King, the then presi- 
dent of the road, to sign for the road asa surety, 
but thata subsequent meeting of the stockholders 
failed to ratify this action of the directors. The 
committee, therefore, do not consider the Georgia 
and Central railroads as bound, but they think that 
the other sureties on the bond are probably worth the 
$2,000,000 which the act requires. However, this 
question is to go to the attorney general, also, who 
shall examine the bond thoroughly, and if he finds 
it insufficient shall order the lessees to strengthen it. 
If they do not do so in a specified time then he shall 
take proceedings to forfeit the lease. 

It will be seen that the committee had its main 
trouble onSthe second point. There are 25 shares in 
the lease. Of this number the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga railroad owned 744 shares and the Central 
When the Louisville and Nashville 
secured control of the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga it secured these 7% £=shares= and 
afterwards Mr Wadley disposed of the eight shares 
of the Central railroad to the Louisville and Nash- 
ville. As this placed a majority of the stock out- 
side the state, it was seen that it could not stand the 
test of law, and the authorities of the Louisville and 
Nashville disposed of several of the shares ,to citi- 
zens of Georgia. Among these are C I Brown, of 
Atlanta; N L Hutchins, of Gwinnett county; C H. 
Phinizy, of Augusta, and Leonard Phinizy, of Au- 
gusta. The evidence before the committee 
shows that these gentlemen testify that 
they really own the shares held in 
their names; but the presumption, on 
which the resolutions directing the attorney 
general to inquire into the subject is based, is that 
the circumstances of the transfer of titis stock are 
such as to demand investigation. If there 
should come acontest over the adoption of the re- 
port it is not improbable that the session of the leg- 
islature may be prolonged into next week,

When It Will Appear. 

The bill to authorize the publication of a new code, 
which had some difficulty in passing the house, 
sailed smoothly through the senate, and is nowa 
law, having received the approval of Governor Col- 
quitt. 

The act authorizes the governor to purchase 3,000 
copies of the new code for the use of the state and the 
various committees. The work isto be prepared by 
Judge Lester, Mr. Walter B. Hill and Mr. 
C Rowell, allgentlemen of experience and ability. 
The two former with Judge Irwin prepared the 
present state code. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter met Mr Walter 
B Hill and asked him when the new cede, would be 
out. 

“Teannot say exactly,’ he replied. “‘We will 
have to wait for all the alterations in the law made 
by the present session of the general assembly. 
It will be some time before the acts’ of 
this session can be published and then 
it will take us some time to codify the new laws and 
make what changes are necessary in the old ones. 
It has been eight years since a code was prepared 
and there have been a great many changes in our 
laws.”’ 

“Will the new code be about the same size and on 
the same style as the old one?”’ 

‘It will be about the same size, but in the style 
there will be some improvements which will make 
the law more easily understood. Annotations of sa- 
preme court decisions will have catech-words and 
other aids to the student, the lawyer, and even to 
the people generally who care to know what the law 
onany subjectis.

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mam 4=0THE MOB CHARGED 
| ND FIVE OR SIX OF THEM KILLED 
IN THE ATTACK. 


The Laborers’ Strike in Savannah Assumes Gigantic 
Proportions, and Defies the Law--The Mayor 
and the Governor Find it Absolutely 
Necessary to Cal] Out the Troops. 

For some time, as our special telegraphic corres- 
pondence from Sayannah has advived us, there have 
been fears of a serious riot between the striking 
longshoremen, stevedores and wharfmen of Savan- 
nah and the authorities. 

It appears that on yesterday the expected trouble 
came about. On Wednesday evening late Colonel 
Wadley telegraphed to Atlanta that a train load of 
workmen were going down to Savannah to work at 
the wharves in place of the strikers. He telegraphed 
thatthe road master had reason to believe that the 
rioters would meet these workmen upon their way 
to the wharf and attack them. 

In the meantime, Mayor Wheaton, of Savannah, 
had telegraphed to the governor the day before, 
asking that he be given authority to order out the 
troops. The governor replied by telegram advising 
that all civil authority be exhausted before troops 
were relied on, and asking that Mayor Wheaton 
keep him advised. Mayor Wheaton replied in a 
letter stating that he.did not desire to use the troops 
except in case of direst emergency, but that a mob 
of negroes had collected in large numbers, 
was more defiant than ever before, and had already 
shot a police sergeant fatally. He added that in 
case the police were overcome thateyen the momen- 
tary triumph of the mob would be attended with 
great loss of life and property, and that the move- 
ment was one that it was necessary to crush effectu- 
ally in its inception. He stated that his officers who 
had returned from the seene of the riot, said that 
the mob was thoroughly determined, and that it 
might be necessary to order out the military imme- 
dliiately if-the police were overcome and that the 
delay consumed in telegraphing for author- 
ity from the governor might lead 
to the most serious results, Governor 
Colquitt thereupon telegraphed to Captain J F 
Sereven, captain commanding the Savannah battal- 
ion in the absence of Lietenant-Colonel Basinger, 
who isat present in the house, ordering him to order 
the battalion to its armory and keep it underarms 
for the night. Captain Sereven promptly replied 
that fifty men were in the armory awaiting orders 
and that this foree would be enlarged as soon as 
orders could be generally circulated through the 
«ity, He also telegraphed Aid-de-Camp Estill to 
notify the other members in the city of the situation. 
Matters rested this way until yesterday morning. At 
that time it was found that the mob had taken pos- 
session of the bridge that crosses the canal, and is 
the only bridge to the wharf, had blocked it and 
would notallow the new workmen to pass. The 
police charged across this bridge, and a dispatch 
from Mr Cunningham, cashier of the Central rail- 
road, stated that four or five were killed. This re- 
port was confirmed by dispatches from other gentle- 
men in Savannah. 

Yesterday morning the governor sent the follow- 
ing to Lieutenant J H Estill: 

ATLANTA, September 22, & a. m.—Special order 
No 8>—Lieutenant J H Estill, aid de camp, Savan- 
nah, Georgia: By telegraph last night, I ordered 
Captain Screven, commanding Savannah Volunteer 
Guards, to assemble his fbatallion in armory, and 
await my orders. Ihave no authority or purpose 
to call out the military, unless due enforcement 
of the process of the courts is resisted and civil au- 
thority is powerless to execute the law, or in case 
of insurrection, when the general assembly canpot 
act promptly. You will so notify Captain Screven, 
and the commanding officers of each = of 
the other military organizations, in order 
that they may be in readiness to receive orders, 
Should either of these contingencies occur. I rely 
upon you to keep me fullyand promptly advised.

general assembly; therefore, be it resolved by the 
house of representatives, the senate concurring,

SPECIAL ORDER NO &7,—Atlanta, September 22, 
7:4)! p m.—Lieutenant Colonel J®H Estill aid de 
camp: You will forthwith instruct the commanding 
officers of the several volunteer military organiza- 
tions to co-operate with the civil authorities where 
it may be necessary to preserve the peace, suppress 
disorder and resistance to the lawful authorities of 
the city and county. In using the military it is es- 
sential that the greatest caution, prudence and dis- 
crimination be exercised, and no provocation be 
given to those riotously disposed, that the right 
of men to refuse to work be fully recog- 
nized while men willing to werk should be 
protected from any violent interference on the part 
of the rioters; that no action should be taken 
based upon the inconvenience to the large railroad 
and commercial interests by the sudden stoppage of 
its laborers, but that only where the peace of the 
community is threatened and individyal safety en- 
dangered and the civil authority is powerless to 
check disorder, restore quiet, and save life, is the 
military to be ured: You will give these cautions to 
the commanding officers of each corps and 
to Mayor Wheaton, with the expression of the hope 
that the firm and judicious administration of power 
may avert any impending trouble without blood- 
shed, or resort to extreme measures. 

Uniess immediate exigency forbids, advise me 
fully when and for what specific purpose what 
number of troops is need, in order that special or- 
<iers may be given when practicable.

The Riot. 
FULL PARTICULARS OF THE SITUATION IN THE CITY, 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 
. SAVANNAH, September 22—The strike has extend- 
ed to the employes of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad, and still continues among the 
laborers of .the Central railroad and steam- 
ship company. Early this morning a 
large body of strikers assem bled at 
the canal bridge, the scene of the former riot, 
with the evident intention of interfering with the 
new hands brought down from Macon and the line 
of road to take their places. They turned back the 
drays going to the wharves, and intimidated those 
desiring to work. Sergeant Lee and Officers Mun- 
gagerand Heidt, with a squad of police in reserve, 
ordered to disperse the crowd, 
Their request was greeted with threats 
and curses, and the advance of the officers 
was met with a storm of brick bats. The police 
opened fire, which was returned. Sergeant Lee was 
struck on the shoulder with a stone and thrown from 
his horse. The charge of the reserves, however, put 
the mob to flight. Several of the rioters were 
wounded, one Allen Russell, perhaps, mortally. 
Just after the arrival of the new hands 
they were approached by a young white man by 
the name of Cronin, who endeavored to persuade 
them not to go to work. He was ordered to desist 
by Mr John Harden, who was on duty as spe- 
cial policeman. A. difficulty ensued, in 
which Cronin was shot three times, 
but fatally.

Three gentlemen, Colonel Estill, Messrs John Flan- 
ney and LH DeMontmeullin willact as mediators 
and will doubtless bring aboutan amicable settle- 
ment.

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PUBLIC TRADE. 


A Surprisingly Large Increase In the Amount of Ex- 
changes for the Past Weck. 

New York, September 22.—From the Public: Ex- 
changes last week were again surprisingly large, 
every city sharingin the increase. AtNew York 
the aggregate was swelled by the sales of stock, but 
deducting double the market value of 2,068,695 
shares sold we still have $635,499,160 remaining 
against $504,457,280 for the five days of the preced- 
ing week and $630,800,464 forthe week which in- 
cluded the first of the month. The 
increase in the remaining exchanges in com- 
parison with the corresponding week last year, is 
over 32 percent. At Boston, while the amount is 
large, comparison is with the week of last year in 
which the city celebrated itscentennial. At Chicago, 
speculation in grain and, at Pittsburg, gigantic 
speculation in oil, caused part of the increase, but 
transactions at other points indicate the volume of 
legitimate business in all parts of the country is 
very heavy. Theincrease in exchange outside of 
New York, 36 per cent compares with 33 per cent for 
the previous week, 58.2 percent for the week ending 
September 3, and 42.4 per cent forthe last week in 
August. The amount of exchanges at San Francisco 
for the week ending September 10, and in other 
cities for the week ending September 17, are as fol- 
lows:

The last week was one of unusual speculative ex- 
citement, particularly in grain, cotton and petro- 
leum. The sales of petroleum forthe six working 
days ending Thursday were 23,355,000 barrels; sales 
of flour, 147,880 barrels; wheat, 13,120,000 bushels; 
corn, 6,878,000 bushels, and oats, 1.146.000 bushels, 
amounting in value to about $24,972,000, The sales 
of cotton were 1,038,500 bales, amounting in value to 
about 360,429,000. But a very large part of the transac- 
tions were in futures or options, involving noactual 
transfer of money or property, but only the deposit of 
margins. Thus 1,083,100 bales of cotton sold were 
in mere contracts for future and the actual 
transfers of cotton were hardly one half of 
one per cent. of the sales. . Probably the 
proportion of mere option sales in the grain market 
was nearly as large. The allowing for speculation 
in products with recorded rates amounting to more 
than $107,000,000, probably did not involve the 
actual payment of $64,000,000, or one-twentieth o 
the exchanges at New York alone. The great 
volume of legitimate business, the transfer of pro-f 
ducts and payment of wages, give rise to a greater 
a of the enormous exchanges for which this year 
‘has been soremarkable. Up to this time there is no 
sigh of a pause or shrinkage in business, and eyery- 
thing pdints to a fall and winter trade of unprece- 
dented magnitude.

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THE UNION HAILROAD COMPANY. 


An Institution Designed to Save Atlanta Much Trou- 
ble, and to Selve an Ugly Prebicm. 

Yesterday the aldermanic board, in regular ses- 
sion, concurred in the council resolution, adopted 
at its last meeting, granting the Union railroad 
company the right to build its track or tracks with- 
in the city limits, thus removing the last obstacle to 
the immediate building of one of the greatest enter- 
prises and advantages of Atlanta. 

The charter granted this company a few days ago 
by the legislatuge names Joseph E Brown, William 
McRae, E W Cole, L P Grant, W © Morrill, John B 
Gordon, Julius L Brown, Jacob W Seaver, William 
$ Holt, William T Walters, John T Grant, H B Plant, 
B F Newcombe, William B Johnson, John H James 
and Richard Peters asits incorporators. The char- 
ter is composed of ten sections, and isa complete 
and thorough document. In it all nights 
usually given to railroad corporations are 
enumerated and confirmed te the com- 
pany. The bill indicates as the purpose of the 
company the building of two tracks around Atlanta 
to be used in transferring freight cars from one side 
of the city to the other. The capital stock of the 
corporation is fixed at $200,000, which is divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars cach, and in 
order to effect an organization and commence busi- 
ness $100,000 of the stock must be subscribed, 2) per 
cent of which must be paid in. 

Section 6 of the charter says that business of the 
corporation must be managed by @ board of direc- 
tors composed of seven members, who shall them- 
selves be stockholders. One of the board shall be 

resident and another vice-president and all subor- 
dinate officers, attorneys, agents, and servants el 
the road, shall be appointed or removed by the 
board, 

Section 7 gives the company the usual power to 
condemn land for its use, but says that the strip 
condemned shall not be more than one hundred 
feet wide. It also provides the mannerin which 
land shall be condemned. 

Section & suys that the corpo.ation shall never 
have power to lease its railroad, nor shall it ever 
have any power to consolidate with any other rail- 
road company now entering, or Which may hereafter 
enter Fulton county, but the corporation may have 

yower and authority to purchase or build branches 
from such points on its main line as it may deem 
proper in order to develop any manuufactuning en- 
terprise, or to connect with any other railroads; 
provided, however, that no branch shall exceed six 
milesin length, and shall not extend beyond the 
county of Fulton, nor into the city of Atlanta, The 
corporation shall never permit any other railroad 
company to own any of its stock, or to control or 
operate its road in its interest, and no railroad com- 
pany shall ever purchase or own any of the stock of 
the company, and the Union railroad company shall 
never make any discrimination in favor of or against 
any railroad company now operating in the county 
of Fulton which does business with it, but shall 
transfer the cars, freights and passengers of every 
railroad compony upon equal terms. 

The charter lasts for forty years, and by it the 
greatest of benefits accrue to Atlanta, There is not 
a citizen of the place who has not been worried and 
vex dby the delay, sometimes very unnecessary 
too, freight trains cause at the Whitehall crossing, to 
say nothing of the other crossings in the city. By 
the building of this Union or belt railroad all this 
delay will be cancelled, as only the passenger trains 
of the various roads will be permitted to enter the 
city. Atlanta now has five roads centering at the 
ear shed and three more rapidly approaching 
completion. The business in the way of 
freight is heavy, and that the Union railroad com- 
pany will be a paying institution to its owners there 
can be no doubt. An examination of the charjer 
will show thatit has been drawn with the greatest 
care, and that there is not the slightest possibility 
of any discrimination in faver of any one road. 

Mr Julius L Brown, one of the incorporators, 
leaves to-night for New York, where he will bring 
the enterprise prominently before the 
capitalists of that city. He has worked 
faithfully in securing the passage 
of the charter and will show the profitable invest- 
ment to the wealth of New York with as much zeal 
asif the good results were to redonnd to hintself 
alone instead of Atlanta. Mr Brown will be absent 
about two weeks, and when he returns the enter- 
prise will have assumed a tangible shape.

SHAKING HANDS. 


Right and Wrong Ways of Performing Important Se- 
clal Function. 
‘The Glass of Fashion."’ 

Let the reader remember that there 
right and wrong way of hand-shaking. It is 
horrible when your unoffending digits are 
seized in the sharp compress a kind of vise, 
and wrung and squeezed until you 
they were reduced to jelly. It not less 
horrible when you find them lying in a limp, 
nerveless clasp, Which makes no response to 
vour hearty greeting, but chills you like a 
lump of ice. Shake hands as if you 
meant it, swiftly, strenuously, neither 
using an undue pressure’ nor wholly 
supine. You may judge the char-acter 
ofa man from the way in which he shakes 
hands; their is the’ shake lymphattic, the 
shake aggressive, the shake supercilious, the 
shake sympathetic, andthe shake emotional. 
Charles Lamb describes also the pump-handle 
shake, which is executed by taking a friend’s 
hand and working it up and down, through 
an are of fifth degrees, for about a minute 
anda half. ‘‘To show its nature, force and 
character, this shake should be performed 
with a firm, steady motion. No attempt 
should be made to give it grace and 
still less variety, as the few instances in 
which the latter has been tried have uni- 
formly resulted in dislocating the shoulder 
of the person on whom it has been attempted. 
On the contrary, persons who are partial to 
the pump-handle shake should be -at some 
pains to give an agreeable, tranquil imove- 
ment tothe operation, which should on no 
account be continued after perspiration on the 
part of your friend has commenced.” Then 
there is the “spay sn shake, which some- 
what resembles the former; but, asits name 
implies, the movement is on the horizontal 
instead of a perpendicular direction. ‘“‘It 
is executed by sweeping your band _ hori- 
zontally toward your friends, and after the 
junction is effected moving with it from one 
side to the other according to the pleasure of 
the parties.’’ Nor must the tourniquet shake 
be forgotten, which derives its name from the 
instrument employed by surgeons to stop the 
circulation of the blood in a imb about to be 
amputated. You grasp the hand of your 
friend as far as you can in your 
own, and then contract the muscles 
of your own thumb, fingers and palm till 
you have induced any degree of compression 
you may propose in the hand of your friend, 
Particular care ought to be taken, if your 
hand be hard and big and that of your friend 
sinall and soft as a maiden’s, not to make use 
of the tourniquet shake to such a degree that 
it will crush the small bones of the wrist out 
of their places, -It is seldom safe to apply it 
to gouty or hot tempered persons. 

You will see some persons thrust forth their 
hand with a sudden jerk, like that of a steam 
engine suddenly set in motion; and lo, they 
have taken possesion of your own and are do- 
ing with itasthey will, before you haye re- 
covered breath. Others put forward their 
fingers with apparent timidity or reluctance, 
and compel you to pounce down upon them 
and draw them toward you, in order to per- 
form an  €ffective shake. Others, again 
extend their hand timidly, partly with- 
draw it and again extend it, until you 
are uncertain whether or no the act of 
hand-shaking will be performed after all. As 
for the cold-blooded creatures who austerely 
otter one or two fingers, I recommend you to 
ignore them; look loftily over them. as if un 
conscious of their existence and—their fingers. 
But when a lady (and more particularly a fair 
one) does you the honor to offer her hand, take 
it with an air of grateful deference which will 
show how yeu appreciate the honor; do not 
drop it instantly as if the touch scared you, 
nor hold on so long as to cause her a feeling of 
uneasiness,

DEACON SMITH CONVERTED. 


He Belicves in Atlanta and Her Methods Firmly and 
Fully. 
Special Correspondence of the Cincinnati Gazette 

ATLANTA, September 18.—This city of 40,- 
000 inhabitants reminds me of Cincinnati in 
I841—forty years ago. It is full of life. Its 
people are active. There seems to be work for 
everybody, and everybody seems anxious to 
work. There are no retired capitalists, and 
capital is actively employed by those who 
own it. This is as it was in Cincinnati at the 
time referred to, and then it was that Cincin- 
nati grew most rapidly and laid most deeply 
and broadly the foundation of its prosperity. 
Then it was that it bid for and secured the 
title of queen city of the west. Relatively 
it had great advantages, but not the actual 
advantages that Atlanta now has. It has the 
Ohio River, the Miami and Erie and White- 
water canals, but no railroads. The Little 
Mian railroad was being constructed, but the 
railroad which, of all others, should have 
been constructed was the last to be built—the 
Cincinnati Southern. Atlanta, on the other 
hand, is now a railroad center, and it has thus 
become a great distributing point. It is the 
center of agricultural and mineral wealth, 
and with cotton, iron, coal and timber it is 
bound to be, und that very soon, a great man- 
ufacturing city. Evidence of this 1s observa- 
ble on all sides. Capital is coming here from 
the north. Cincinnati is already building two 
extemsive manufacturing establishments in- 
volving the investment of $300,000, and this, 
if [am not mistaken, is but the beginning. 

Our Southern railroad jas brought us into 
close connection with this city and with all 
that country of which this is the center, and 
if our business men do not profit by this it 
will be their own fault. The feelings of this 
people are unmistakably in favor of Cincin- 
nati, and it is only for the latter to deserve 
the trade of this section to secure it. 

It is only necessary to stand here and look 
around, walk through these busy streets and 
glance into the faces of the energetic and con- 
tident business men, to discover that Cincin- 
nati did the right thing when it built the 
Southern railroad. If it had sunk absolutely 
every dollar invested in the Sonthern road, it 
would still have been the right thing. The 
only mistake was in not building the South- 
ern road twenty-five years ago. But it is not 
worth while to waste time recounting past 
mistakes. The future is full of promise, and 
itis a great future for Cincinnati, if oppor- 
tunities are properly improved. 

Let me make a prediction as to Atlanta: 
Inside of forty years it will have as largea 
population, as much wealth and refinement, 
as Cincinnati now has. Stick a pin there. 

Great preparations are being made for the 
exposition which opens on the 5th of October, 
continuing until December 31. It will not 
equal the centennial, of course, though the 
buildings cover almost as much ground, but 
it will have many features of real and practi- 
cal interest that will exceed any exposition 
held in this country. The natural wealth of 
the south will be on exhibition, and there will 
be an opportunity to observe the great cotton 
industry in allitsparts. A field of several acres 
is planted in cotton, where are growingg spec- 
imens of all the species of cotton produced 
in the world. The old way of cleaning and 
spinning and weaving, compared with the 
present modes, will be exhibited, and men 
who handled and women who spun cotton 
before the invention of the gin and present 
system of spinning and weaving will, we are 
informed, be here to remind people of old 
timesat the south. Cincinnati ought to be 
largely represented in this exposition, and 
it will handsomely repay those who 
visit it. The best time to visit it 
will be about the Ist of November. 
Then it will be seen in its fullness. But 
those who never saw cotton yvrow ought to 
come before frost. About one-third the popu- 
lation of Atlanta is colored. There is a large 
cotton factory here, in which colored and 
white work quite contentedly together. Col- 
ored men, learn trades here, and in all i, 
ments of industry they work side by tide 
with white mechanics. Atlanta has built a 
large school for colored children, which is 
full. A library for colored people has also 
been organized. The importance of educating 
and improying the race is appreciated, and in 
many respects, | feel free to say, Atlanta is a 
better place for colored people tiufn northern 
cities, Where race prejudices are far stronger 
than they are here. R. 38.

nie mentary report to the governor, under the 
head of “Needful Legislation. 

The section, however, which seems to have 
most bitterly opposed by the citi- 
Macon and the Central rail- 
road officials, is that which — provides 
that all connecting railroads which are under 
the management and control, by lease, own- 
ership, or otherwise, of one and the same com- 
pany, shall be considered as constituting but 
one and the same road, and that the rates 
shall be computed as upon parts of one and 
the same road, As I understand-it, the com- 
nrission has never decided this rule to be un- 
just, or.even intimated any objection to it. 
Major Wallace, in a telegram to you and ina 
letter to me, says that my “bill “does not conflict 
with rule one of the commission, that ‘the 
rule has never been rescinded,’ that ‘ the 
difficulty in enforcing it is a legal one, which 
the senate bill removes.’ ’ 

Iam no enemy to the railroad commission 
of Georgia; Lam not only friendly to it, but 
proud of it. It was in my opinion created and 
the history of 
this country, and three better commissioners 
could not have been found on the continent. 
The act of 1879 was a long stride in the right 
direction. But the railroad comiunuissioners 
well know that their powers are now inade- 
quate; that discriminations still exist that 
they can not reach under the existing law. 
The way stations (especially of the Central) 
weie the sufferers before and they are the 
sufferers now. The truth is some . localities 
are discriminated against now more than be- 
fore the establishment of the — coimipis- 
sion. The cost of the shipment of cot- 
ton from Forsyth to Savannah is greater 
now than then, as Tam informed. The way 
stations of the Central do not ask any dis- 
crimination in their favor against the city of 
Macon. They do not even ask equality. 
They simply ask that to some extent the dis- 
crimination in her favor be abolished. 

My anxiety isto have the law perfected 
while our present commissioners are in life 
and in office. What they are we know; what 
their successors will be, we know not.

The Exposition Practically Ready for the Show to 
Begin. 

Progress is the order of the day at Ogle- 

At no time since work began 

pre- 


thorpe park. 
there have the’ buildings 
sented such a scene of activity as at present. 
Secretary Ryckman and his assistants are en- 
gaged in marking out the space in the several 
buildings allotted to the various exhibitors; 
Mr. Cole, the landscape gardener, is arranging 
the decorative plants tothe best advantage; 
Chiefs Peck and Sabin are pushing ahead with 
the energy peculiar to those gentlemen, in 
their respective departments, Exhibitors are 
preparing their displays, and throughout the 
park, both indoors and out, hundreds of work- 
men are pursuing their various ca!lings under 
skillful management and rapidly bringing 
order out of chaos. 

Letters received at the director-general’s 
office are burdened with requests for informa- 
tion relative to passenger rates between remote 
places and Atlanta, all indicating that the in- 
terest of the people of these United States in 
the great exposition, is steadily on the in- 
crease, 

General order No. 6, from the executive de- 
partment, prescribes the uniforms to be worn 
by the attaches of the exposition. That for 
the executive department censists of a double- 
breasted frock coat of a fine quality of blue 
cloth, with yellow buttons down the front and 
en the cuffs, a gold cord embellishment on 
the shoulder and = ceuffs, and the word 
“exposition”? embroidered in gold on crimson 
cloth on each side of the collar, Pants 
of the same cloth as the coat, to have gold 
cord on each outside seam. The distinction 
between this and the other departments will 
bein the color of the facings and stripes. In 
the department of installation these will be 
of baff cloth; of engineering and machinery, 
of green; of agriculture, minerals and wood, 
ot gold colored; of admission, sky blue; the 
embellishments of the department of protec- 
tion will be of red cloth, and the officers 
will wear Burnside hats. Patrolmen, mes- 
sengers and janitors will wear suits of blue 
with colored facings, us will also the execu- 
tive messengers and the concession employes. 
Chiets of departments, except of that) of pro- 
tection, will not be required to wear uniforms, 
but will, whenon duty, wear on the left lap- 
el, a gold badge’ with the word ‘Chief’ and 
the name of the department attached to a rib- 
bon of the color prescribed for the embellish- 
ment of the uniforms of that department. 
~—Colonel Killebrew has returned to his office 
to complete whatever arrangements are neces- 
sury for the reception of the railroad exhibits 


and grounds 


that have begun to arrive. He reports that 
all the companies have been even more suc- 
cessful in obtaining collections than they had 
anticipated, and that the aggregate exhibits 
of minerals and woods will be well worth see- 
ing and be of extraordinary value. -He has 
given especial attention to the collection of 
hard woods and expects that the display will 
be very large and embrace a much greater 
variety of forest products than most pcople 
would suppose it practicable to obtain. 
Colonel Killebrew says that the collection 
of tobacco in its natural form will comprise 
every vgriety grown in this country, together 
With specimens from Sumatra, Japan, Greece, 
Turkey, and other foreign countries. He is 
also advised that sugar and rice raised in the 
south will be exhibited on an extensive scale, 
and that the display of iron ores of all 
kinds will be remarkably full. There will 
be anf opportunity to compare the va- 
riousfron ores of Tennessee, Alabama, North 
Carohina, Georgia and other states, and to de- 


Nemavine the extent and commercial value of 


many great beds in various localities. There 
will be numerous exhibits of native wines 
from the different varieties of grapes grown 
on the line of the railroads, as well as those 
made from other fruits. He believes that the 
building stones of various kinds, finished as 
they will be toshow their beauty, will make 
a very attractive exhibit and will demon- 
strate that there is no necessity fo import- 
ing Quincy granite or any other fine stone 
forthe public and private buildings of the 
south, but that everything desirable: of that 
kind can be found here in great quantities 
and of the finest quality, There is no end to 
the places where good glass sand can be found, 
and so many specimens will be on exhibition, 
that it will net be the fault of that depart- 
ment if the manufacture of glassware in every 
variety does not become at an early day one 
of the leading industries of the south.

David Thomas Steals a Lot of Cutlery and i« Arrested 
in Madl«on. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION representative spied 
Oflicer Tom Veal as he was passing up Marictta 
street arm in arm with a stranger wearinga full po- 
lice uniform. The sightof the unknown policeman 
instantly aroused the curiosity of the reporter, and 
in a short time he had the twocorraled, when it was 
ascertained that the stranger was B F Culp, liecuten- 


ant of the Athens police force. 

“What's up? what brings you to Atlanta?”’ 
the faberite. 

“Oh lam onastill hunt’ replied the lieutenant. 

“Well whatare you still hunting?’ 

“T am looking fora negro known in Athens as 
David Thomas. He is wanted in that city for lar- 
ceny. Some time ago Messrs T Fleming & Son, 
hardware inerchants of that place,employed Thomus 
to attend to the odd jobs about the store. He wasa 
good worker and pave general satisfaction, but 
nbout a week ago quit, and in a short 
time disappeared much to the regret of his 
employers who looked upon him as an 
honest, eflicient hand. 

“On last Sunday I was as." eg by a gentle- 
man who asked me if a hardware store had not 
been robbed in Athens lately. He said that he had 
seen a negro man selling knives by the wholesale 
at Central, a small station on the Northeastern 
road, and that the prices asked by the negro and 
the quantity of the goods in his possession induced 
him to believe that they were stolen. This infor- 
mation caused me to make an investigation, but 
Teould ascertain nothing until Tuesday evening 
last, when a ygentleman from Central went to 
Fleming's store and exhibited an  clegant 
— which he said he had bought 
rom a negro, who was wholesaling cut- 
lery in his town aie few days before. 
The knife was similar to Mr, Fleming's steck, and 
after the gentleman had given a description of the 
negro, from whom he had purchased it, which 
description fitted Thomas, an investigation of the 
stock was made. It was then ascertained that Mr 
Fleming's stock had been reduced greatly. Pocket 
knives, razors, scissors, pistols, ete.. in great abun- 
dance and variety were missing. The case was then 
daced in my hands, and in ashort time I suceeeded 
fh learning positively that Thomas was the hurd- 
ware vender who had been handling Mr 
Fleming’s goods without license. I also as- 
certained that he had sent his trunk to Atlanta but 
had gone himselfto Madison. 
while Mr Fleming followed the negro. We thought 
he would come from Madison to Atlanta, but to-day 
after I located the trunk the baggnge agent received 
a letter from Thomas, who ixiu Madison, ordering 
his trunk to be shipped tohim at that place. The 
trunk. I] am satistied, contains several hundred 
dollars worth of cutlery, pistols, ete,, and I shall 
take it te Madison with me to-night where I wil 
arrest Thomas.,’’
